The 
terrific speed attained on the down­ 
ward-flight was too severe for the 
machine and it plunged straight into 
the lake. Johnstone, in his cocapfc. 
was carried beneath the surface of 
the water and held there for msny 
minutes before boats reached him 
He was breathing when rescued, but

Former District Attorney Jerome, 
counsel for the men, argued against 
prison sentences. 
Travesty on Law 
“These men 
are 
small m arket 
men,’’ he said, “and to send them 
to jail while big trust magnates go 
un whipped of justice is a travesty on 
law.” 
District Attorney W hitman adm it­ 
ted the men were not big dealers 
but he instated that they controlled 
the live poultry m arket of the city 
and that, inasmuch as persons of cer­ 
tain religious beliefs had to have 
their poultry killed in a certain way, 
the combine was able to force them 
to pay an extortionate price for their 
; food. 
The conviction 
of 
the 
thirteen 
poultry dealers followed one of the 
most bitter legal contests in the his­ 
tory of the city. Originally eighty 
persons were accused and the indict­ 
ments against them were the first 
ever returned against persons, as 
distinguished from corporations, un­ 
der the stat* anti-monopoly law. 
Pooled Oommissions 
After going over the evidence the 
state decided th at nineteen men were 
guilty of controlling 95 per cent of 
the poultry business of the state and 
eighteen of the nineteen were placed 
on trial. 
The other 
defendant is 
still to be tried, as he is sick. The 
case against another was dropped 
and four were acquitted. 
J t 
was 
shown at the trial that the commis­ 
sion -men pooled their commissions 
and the jobbers who bought from the 
commission men, pooled their pro­ 
fits and that the two

were 
merged. It was shown that by means 
of these joint pools, the commission 
men end jobbers controlled every 
wholesale and retail dealer of any 
consequence in this city.

Any American citizen who does 
not own more than 160 acres of land 
or who has not already used his 
homestead rights can get 160 acres 
of this land under the homestead 
law for $1.25 an acre.

More tban five hundred lives wag 
lost and great devastation ashore sty 
afloat resulted from a typhoon ani 
tidal wave which swept over Jap*. 
July 26, according to advices brought 
here yesterday by the Empress of 
Japan. The fishing fleets from Shid- 
zuoka suffered severely. More than 
200 fishermen were drowned. 
At Tokio a tidal wave swept away 
many houses, including a large tea 
house with 33 people. The SuzaM 
licensed quarters on Shiraagaw* hay 
were demolished, scores of personi 
being drowned, crushed to death or 
mortally injured. 
The noted cnerigawa inlaid work 
factory collapsed and 15 employe* 
were killed, those 
who 
escaped 
swimming to roofs of neighboring 
houses after crawling from the deb. 
ria. 
A torpedo boat was swept insboie 
at Tokio and several steamers found­ 
ered, while big liners dragged an­ 
chors. 
Thousands of houses collapsed, the 
number in Tokio and vicinity being 
over 12,000, according to official sta­ 
tistics. The warehouse and factory 
districts of Tokio suffered severely, 
eight warehouses containing good! 
worth $ 16,000,000 being demolished. 
The loss there was over $4,000,000. 
Among the losers were Kedans Sa- 
wadt. who had cornered tho rice mar­ 
ket with the result that a day betorn 
an ordinance had been issued forcing 
them to reduce the price of rice about 
40 per cent. They lost half a million 
dollars worth of rice. The typhoon 
broke the rice corner. 
At Hayama 
200 
fishing boats 
were lost. At Yokosuka the cruiser 
Hiyei. under construction, was dam­ 
aged, the huge Gantry crane collaps­ 
ing alongside. 
Four thousand houses were demol­ 
ished at the naval port. Survivors of 
the fishing fleet from Yalzu report 
121 lost. The typhoon came in the 
early morning, blowing more than 
65 miles an hour. As they 'osa the 
waves pounded the sea walls, tad 
the tidal wave followed, the lower 
districts of Tokio and Tokio bay 
being flooded with such suddenness 
the awakened residents took shelter 
on housetops, many to be blown off 
and drowned.
